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Half of 
British pilots 
fall asleep on 
the job:survey 

LONDON (AFP) - More 
than half of Britain's airline 
pilots have fallen asleep in 
the cockpit and a third have 
woken up to find their co¬ 
pilot asleep, according to a 
new survey. 

Tire poll of 500 pilots 
commissioned by the British 
Airline Pilots' Association 
(BALPA) also found that 4 3 
percent believed tiredness 
had compromised their abil¬ 
ity tD fly a plane at least 
once a month for the last six 
months. 

Some 56 percent admit¬ 
ted they had fallen asleep 
during a flight and 39 per¬ 
cent said they had woken up 
to find the other pilot had 
also dozed off, according to 
the ComR.es poll 

Tire survey comes after it 
emerged that both the cap¬ 
tain and ca-pilot of an Air¬ 
bus A3 30 plane fell asleep at 
the same time while it was 
on autopilot during a flight 
by an unnamed British oper¬ 
ator on August 13 

The Civil Aviation Au¬ 
thority said one of the pilots 
had reported that the pair 
had only five hours' sleep 
each for the previous two 
m gilts 

Nearly half of the pilots 
questioned by the BALPA - 
- 49 percent -- identified 
tiredness as the biggest 
threat to flight safety, while 
a third said their airline's 
culture discouraged them 
from reporting their tired¬ 
ness. 

Media reports said the 
airline involved in the Au¬ 
gust incident was Virgin At¬ 
lantic, but the company said. 
"No safety reports have 
been received about, pilots 
falling asleep simultane¬ 
ously whilst m control of an 
aircraft" 

The BALPA survey 
comes ahead of a vote in the 
Euro p e an p arli am ent o n 
Monday on proposals to set 
out maximum working 
hours for pilots and other 
airline staff

Panasonic sells health unit to 
US buyout firm for $1.67 bn 


TOKYO (AFP) - Panasonic 
sad Friday it was selling a ma¬ 
jority stake m its health unit to 
US buyout firm Kohlberg 
Kravis Roberts (KKR) for 
$1.(57 billion as the struggling 
electronics giant overhauls its 
vast business 

The deal would transfer 
ownership of Panasonic 
Healthcare for 165 billion yen 
to a subsidiary of the US firm, 
with the Japanese giant talcing a 
2Q p ercent stake m that unit. 

While the healthcare com¬ 
pany is profitable, Panasonic 
has been trying to scale b ack its 
business after losing billions of 
dollars in the last two fiscal 
years 

it has scaled back on 
money-losing divisions, spun 
□£f its chip business, and aban¬ 


doned producing smartphones 
for consumers 

Tire deal represents KKR's 
biggest and cnly its second 
major investment in tire Japanese 
market since it acquired tempo¬ 
rary staffing agency Intelligence 
for $356 million m '201Q 

"Panasonic Healthcare has 
excellent market positrons and 
high-level technical capabili¬ 
ties, and we believe it has sig¬ 
nificant gro wth potential, 11 said 
die US firm's co-chief execu¬ 
tive Henry Kravis 

The deal to buy Panasonic's 
health care unit, which makes 
blood glucose monitoring sys¬ 
tems and has a medical IT busi¬ 
ness, is expected to close by 
March next year. 

In a separate earlier deal, 
rival electronics giant Sony 


struck a capital tie-up agree¬ 
ment with Japan's Olympus to 
tap die lucrative medical equip¬ 
ment market Although better 
known as a camera maker, 
Olympus is a world leader in 
medical endoscopes 

Panasonic and its domestic 
rivals, including Sony and 
Sharp, have been undergoing 
painful restructuring sained at 
stemming years ofrecord losses 
largely tied to their electronics 
units. 

Japanese electronics makers 
struggled to compete against 
lower-cost foreign rivals and 
have been left behind by US 
giant Apple and South Korea's 
Samsung in the global smart¬ 
phone market

20 dead as asylum- 
seeker boat sinks 
off Indonesia: police 


JAKARTA (AFP) - Atleast 20 
people, mostly children, have 
drowned and scores are miss¬ 
ing after an Australia-bound 
boat carrying Middle Eastern 
asylum-seekers sank off In¬ 
donesia police said Fnday 

Twenty-five people were 
plucked to safety but about an¬ 
other 75 were unaccounted for 
after the boat carrying people 
from Lebanon, Jordan and 
Yemen, went dawn off die 
mam island of Java, police 
said 

It came just days ahead of 
new Australian Prime Minister 
Tony Abbott's visit, to Indone¬ 
sia his first overseas trip since 
winning power this month, for 
talks til at will focus on his 
hardline policies aimed at 
stemming the flow of asylum 
seekers. 

Boatpeople were a key bat¬ 
tleground m the Australian 
elections due to growing public 
anger as thousands continue to 
arrive after making the haz¬ 
ardous sea crossing from In¬ 
donesia 

Warsono, a police official in 
Cianjur district on Java said 
that local p eople found the asy¬ 
lum seekers' bodies floating in 


an estuary on Friday morning 
The o fficiai, who like many 
Indonesians goes by one name, 
added that the boat was be¬ 
lieved to have been carrying 
120 people when it went down 
He said they were asylum- 
seekers heading to the Aus¬ 
tralian territory of Christmas 
Island 

They had departed from the 
fishing town of Pelabuhan 
Ratu in the district of Suk- 
aburni on the south coast of 
western Java, he said. 

Hundreds of asylum-seek¬ 
ers from around die world have 
died in recent years trying to 
make the treacherous sea 
crossing from Indonesia to 
Australia on rickety, wooden 
boats. 

They normally pay people- 
smugglers huge sums to make 
tire crossings, and almost al¬ 
ways head for Christmas is¬ 
land, which is far closer to 
Indonesia than it is to the Aus¬ 
tralian mainland 

Abb ott will begin a two -day 
visit to Indonesia on Monday, 
with talks expected to focus on 
his tough boatpeople policies 
ffiat have caused anger in In¬ 
donesia.

Kenya vows to keep up war 
against Shebab in Somalia 


NAIROBI (AFP) - Kenya's in¬ 
terior minister said yesterday 
tiie country would not bow to 
Shebab demands to pull troops 
out of Somalia following a 
devastating mall attack in 
Nairobi by the Al-Qaeda- 
linked insurgents. 

"We went to Somalia be¬ 
cause Al-Shebab was a threat 
to national security.. We will 
continue to take action on that 
front until our security and in¬ 
terests in the court are pro¬ 
tected," Joseph Ole Lenku said. 

Somalia's Shebab chief 
Ahmed Abdi Godane said the 
Nairobi mall carnage in which 
at least 67 people were killed 
was a "message to Westerners," 
who had 'backed Kenya's inva¬ 


sion of Somalia that, has spilled 
tiie blood of the Muslims for 
the interest of their oil compa¬ 
nies " 

In an message posted on an 
Islamist website, Godane threat¬ 
ened "more bloodshed" unless 
Kenya withdrew its troops. 

Kenya invaded southern 
Somalia to attack Shebab ba¬ 
ses two years ago, and later 
j o med the 17,7 0 Q - strong Afh - 
can Union force deployed in 
tiie country

Tie Intergovernmental Pa¬ 
nel on Climate Change (IPCC) 
also projected sea levels would 
rise between 26 and 3] cen¬ 
timetres (ID.4 and32.3 inches) 
by 21 DO, and warned of a 
higher risk for heatwaves, 
floods and droughts. 

Environmental activists and 
scientists said the first volume 
of the panel's long-awaited re¬ 
view, released in Stockholm, 
made it clearer than ever that 
Man's fossil-fuel burning must 
be urgently curbed to limit fu¬ 
ture damage to the climate sys¬ 
tem 

In a report summary, die 
Nob el-winning group said it 
was "extremely likely" -- a 
term meaning it was 95-percent 
convinced — that humans 
caused more than half the 
wanning observed over the 
past 60 years In its last report 
m 2007. the panel had rated its 


conviction at 9 D p ercent. 

UN climate chief Christiana 
Figueres said the report's re¬ 
lease was "an alarm clock mo¬ 
ment for the world. To steer 
humanity out of the high dan¬ 
ger zone, governments must 
step up immediate climate ac¬ 
tion and craft an agreement in 
2015 that helps to scale up" ef¬ 
forts to curb greenhouse gas 
emissions. 


And US Secretary of State 
John Kerry also urged strong 
action, labelling the report “yet. 
another wakeup call." 

"Those who deny the sci¬ 
ence or choose excuses over 
action are playing with fire," he 
said in a statement. 

The IPCC document is the 
first volume in a trilogy sum¬ 
marising the status of global 
wanning and its impacts.

Gil's young male victims al¬ 
lege that he dressed them up as 
women and made them p arade 
before him like fashion models 
before sexually assaulting 
them. 

Prosecutors investigating 
the case say they also have 
co nfi s cate d p orno grapin c pho - 
tos that Gil possessed of young 


children. 

The scandal surrounding 
Gil has erupted at the same 
time as a second pedophilia 
scandal, in which parents of 
several children in the Domini¬ 
can Republic have accused the 
Vatican's now-sacked envoy to 
the Caribbean nation of pe¬ 
dophilia. 

Last month, Vatican

Brazil to test new vaccine against

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Brazil¬ 
ian scientists will next month 
begin clinical tests on humans 
of a new vaccine against 
dengue fever, a leading Saa 
Paul a-based biomedical re¬ 
search institute said Thursday.

The other eight Df the 30- 
strong crew of Greenpeace's 
Arctic Sunrise icebreaker, 
whose detention was pro¬ 
longed by three days, face new 
heanngs on Sunday that could 
see them detained for a further 
period. 

Greenpeace said that a 
British videographer, Kieron 
Bryan, was also among those 
detained for two months, as 
well as support staff including 
the ship's doctor and cook, 
who are botli Russian. 

Investigators in court said 
that the activists had commit¬ 
ted piracy by trying to seize 
property with threats of vio¬ 
lence.
